INSIST ON RETRIBUTION 
AGAINST MEXICO. 


Six hundred and thirty-two 
passengers aboard the refugee 
ship Monterey, which' arrived 
a few days ago at New Orleans 
drew up and signed the follow- 
ing resolution: 


"We, the undersigned, refu- 
gees, fleeing for our lives from 
Mexico, present this resolution 
in the form of a petition, to the 
patriotic 
American citizens of 
the -United States. 


"Whereas, we, the 
refugees 


on < board the American steam- 
ship Monterey, have been' driv- 
en trom our homes and occupa- 
ti9ns in Mexico, 
many 
of us 
without the bare necessities o£ 


"Be it 
resolved, 
that 
the 
American people tolerate no me- 
diation or dilatory tactics on the 
part of those officials now in 
power, elected ostensibly for the 
purpose of conserving and up- 
holding the honor and glory of 
a country that should at least 
command respect equal to that 
oc any. 


"We view with disgust the 
attempts made to conciliate by 
peaceful measures a nation to 
whom the mere mention or sug- 
gestion 
of 
Americans is the 
signal for an outburst of insult 
and abuse; we have been forced 
to stand idly by and behold tUe 
flag dear to us all trampled1 in 
the mire and filth of Mexican 
streets; 
our 
women, 
sacred 
above all, grossly abused and 
insulted by the scuni of those 
streets, and now, with hearts 
burdened with sorrow, ask that 
retribution be dealt in accord- 
ance with the demands of jus- 
tice. 


"If it be that the men now 
controlling our government can-

steps, then we ask in the name 
of pur ancestors who gave up 
their lives for our country that • 
they show discretion enough to

NO CLAMS LEFT IN 


RIVER NEAR CITY 


Clammera Move Further Down River 


Toward 
Rockford, 
Finding 


River Thoroughly Cleaned 


of Profits. 


Clammers, who have attempted to 
establish camps between Janesville 
.and Afton, on Rock river, have found 
little reward for their efforts, as last 
years army of clammer,? had cleaned 
the river of profits, as one of the men 
expressed it. At Afton there were 
eight camps, but north, toward Janes- 
ville, only two men have camped and 
they declare that U would not pay 
t° work through Ule season and pay 
the fifty dollsi license required. 
Last year, nearly two hundred fol- 
owers of the trade lined the shores 
ana too';, many tons of clams from the 
river.- The low water here made the 
Process of getting the shells easy, and 
alytnough very few pearls were found,' 
•sach camp took from twenty'.to thir- 
ty-five tons of shells, selling them at 
from twelve to twenty dollars and 
even higher per ton. 
Such an enor- 
mous.amount of clams were taken last 
year and the 'river bed worked' so 
thoroughly, there was little left for 
this year's vanguard. 
At Afton, where the water is deep- 
er, the clammers have had better luck, 
finding a few slugs and pearls. The 
majority of the clammers who worked 
at Janesville in 1913 are clamming 
near Rockford 
this. • year. 
At this 
point of the river the clams are nu- 
merous and more pearls and slugs are 
found.' The Illinois fish commission 
recently ordered no clamming until 
after the spawning season in July, 
the claim of the commission being 
:hat early season clamming'practical- 
ly exterminates 
the 
bivalves. 
No 
(prosecutions have followed the clam- 
mers' failing to obey this order, and 
it is understood the matter has been 
dropped. 
Experts in the trade .declared that 
it will be at least four' or five years 
before clamming would be profitable 
in the river near Janesville, so thor- 
oughly had the stream been worked 
during recent years.
